Toe Wear Inpres—Wo publish seve- 
ral interesting letters from the special 
agent ofthe Herald in the West Indies, 
giving an, account of the sort. of noutrali- 
ty which: is practiced m those islands in 
relation to the war between the U, S. 
Government and the so-called Confede- 
rate States. He shows that their neutral- 
ity is all on one side, and that they are 
doing everything in their power to favor 
the Southern privateers and cruisers, and 
to promon the cause of the rebellion, 
while, on the other hand, they leave no- 
thing undone to damage tho character and 
to destroy the interests of the United 
States, 

They are indulging a two-fold passion 
—hatred of the American Republic and 
a desire to grow rich at the expenses of 
their continental neighbors. They have 
long envied the greatness and feared the 
power of the United States, and they now 
rejoice to see the nation prostrate by in- 
tense war, as they think, beyond the 
hope of recovery. Hence they are inso- 
lent and audacious Phe public journals 
aud the organs ofopinion are almost with- 
out an exception on the side of the South, 
and no opportunity is lost of wounding 
the North. Even the very negroes have 
declared themselves in favor of the Gov- 
ernment of Jeff. Davis. They know on 
which side their bread is buttered—they

Koester, Secretary, An oxcellent mill-site, sttn- 
ated on the Comal Spring, with an abundant 
supply of clear water, and a good wator-power, on 
whioh there is now a grist and flour mill in success- 
fnl operation, has been purchased by the Company, 
and hunds ere already employed quarrying rock 
for the purposeof enlarging it, and adopting it to 


' the manufacture of paper, The latest and moat 


improved machinery hag been ordered from Europe, 
through a large mercantile firm in San Antonio, 


and, should no unoxpected delay or inte,ruptions 


in trangpoitation ocour, the Company expect to 
have ib in operation in n fow months. Tha tnoor- 
porators have had many diffloultiea to contend 
with since they first projected this enterprise, 
owing to the difficultios*of shipping cotton, ,but 
all these obstacles have been surmounted, and we 
now confidently anticipate, in less than a year, to 
be printing the Gazette on paper made in our 
State. Fhe high prigo wa have had to pay for 
paper of every description, for many months past, 
has made the publishing business a mogt unprofi- 
fable one, and wo belove, there are few, if ary, 
papera now in the State, that do not cost the 
publisher more than double the price of his mb- 
acription, while many papers have had to euspend 
altogethor from the impossibility of procuring 
paper. Ithas beon a matter of surprine to un, 
that the attention of the Government has not been 
dirécted to the necessity of offering very en- 
couragement to the introduction of machinery, 
which the State is now so much in need of. At 
this timeo, a gentleman from this place, isin Europe, 
negotiating for cotton machinery, to be put into 
Torrey’s mill, whioh would now hayo been in 
operation, but for the interruptions that acourred 
jn the shipment of cotton from Brownaville. The 
continued interference with the Rio Grande trade, 
by military ordets, and tho uncertainty how long 
apy order would remain in force, has deterred 
many from engaging in many facturing entarptizes, 
and the consequence is the State is suffering for 
many articles of necessity, whioh could have been 
manufactured here at one half the cost of impor- 
tation 

But few of our oltizens have any idea of the 
facilities here afforded for manufacturing purposes, 
Bituated in the hoart of an agrionltural region, and 
within a short distance of the finost sheep ranges

Mr. Eprror :—You will please pub- 
lish the following propositions on taxa- 
tion and subsistance ; 

1. No direct tax on land and slaves can 
he laid by Congress without an appor- 
tionment. Representation and direct 
taxes are inseparable. No direct tax can 
be laid constitutionally withouta census 
—no census can be taken during the war. 
Hence those who favor a tax on proper- 
ty and not on productions, income and 
profits, are for violating the Oonstitu- 
tion. 

2, A tax on property instead of pro- 
ductions would necessarily oppress the 
citizen and soldier, because the tax, in 
order to be unjform, must be laid on tho 
land of the soldier as well as the citizen 
who has been driven fram his home hy 
the enemy and making nothing, then 
property must sell under the hammer to 
pay taxes, f 

3. The provision tax, or tax in kind, 
can oppress no one, as no parson pays 
any thing if he makes nothing; whereas, 
the tax on property must be the same 
on every one, and paid in money whether 
the land makes provisions, or grass and 
weeds, The provision tax will stop the 
increase of the war debt and the further 
issue of Confederate money, sustain cred- 
it abroad and confidence at home, and 
above all, feed the army abundantly. A 
tax on property will accomplish neither 
of these results, Hence, I am in favor of 
the tax in kind, and the money tax on 
incomes and profits, instead of a money 
tax on property. 

4 Whether you lay a tax on property or 
atax in kind, it must be the same on ev- 
ery body, becauseif the property or crops 
of any one, whether citizen or soldier, is 
expected, uniformity is destroyed and 
the tax is unconstitutional. 

5, The provision tax of one-tenth is 
all the planter pays, while incomes from 
spéculatiog, &c., are taxed as high as Ñf- 
teen per cent. 

6. Potatoes, peas, and ground peas, 
left in the field for stock, are not coun- 
ted, because the tax Jaw requires am: ac- 
count only of such portions of the crop 
usually gathered as “have been sold or 
consumed prior to making the estimate.” 
This was intended to guard against fraud 
and evasion ofthe tax law, but cannot 
embrace potatoes, pens, &c., usually left 
in the fields, as these have not been sold 
or consumed prior to the estimate, which 
will be made as soon as the crop is gath- 
ered, The government wil] need grain, 
&c., at once to supply the army, and stop 
the increase of Confederate money.
